area. The upstairs is made 
accessible by two new 
stairwells. One is special 
because it has a state of the art 
gliding chair for those who 
cannot climb the stairs. The 
renovations on the house has 
increased the value of the 
property greatly. The house was 
originally valued at $40,000.00. 
Subsequent to the work the 
house is now insured for 
$250,000.00 and the furnishings 
are valued at $125,000.00. 
Mother Freddie Bell smiled as 
she commented how the saints 
and business people of the 
community and the entire 
church made so many things 
possible. Every auxiliary of the 
department of women has made 
a tangible contribution. 


The lounge is simply beautiful. 
It is fully furnished with several 
couches and chairs. Everything 


is color coordinated and 
decorated with attractive and 
quality fixtures. The house is 
carpeted and would make 
anyone feel like staying. The 
gliding chair is a mechanical 
work of art. For the saint that 
is too weak or handicapped and 
cannot manage a walk up the 
stairs, the chair provides a safe 
ride.

CUBAN DELEGATION ARRIVES 


The first delegation of Cuban 
saints arrived a few days before 
the Holy Convocation.

Since Fidel Castro came to 
power and _ = governmental 
relations soured during the 
Eisenhower administration, no 
delegation originating from the 
Island has attended the meeting. 
This privilege was extended to 
only four Cubans, but the 
Mission department is hopeful 
this small beginning will 
produce more. Certainly, the 
power of God can overcome the 
barriers created by the political 
difficulties between the US and 
Cuba. 


Arriving from Cuba were Elders 
Jaime Greene and Marcial 


Lif, 
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Migeul Hernandez. Sisters Clara 
Rodes and Caridad Merlo were 
on the plane and were glad to 
finally get on the ground. The 
Cubans were met at the airport 
by Sister Barachias Irons and 
the Sister Siderary Moody King. 
Dr. David Hall came along to 
provide translation, however, 
his infrequently used spanish 
was not truly needed. Elder 
Greene spoke some english and 
the two gentleman conversed in 
spanish and english. The editor 
was overjoyed when Elder 
Greene embraced him and 
shouted, ‘‘Hi I’m filled with the 
Holy Spirit.”” Elder Hall talked 
with the others who spoke little 
to no english. The group worked 
through any minor problems 
they encountered and enjoyed 
the fellowship. 


The Mission department was 
careful to welcome the 
delegation with all hospitality 
because this initial contact was 
important. Bishop C. L. Moody 
was encouraged by the fact that 
Mr. Castro allowed the 
delegation out of the country. 


‘Important information about the 


church in Cuba was shared. 
Most saints are not aware that 
Bishops Fideler and Jones 
started the mission work in 
Cuba. Since the Communist 
took over, the church has been 
left alone with only minor 
contact. There are presently 
seven churches functioning in 
Cuba. The delegation informed 
the Whole Truth _ that 
everything is moving alright and 
really without government

Genesis 50:15-21

The act of changing or 
converting is done through the 
medium of a transformation. 
Without any effort on our part, 
we're constantly involved in 
life’s transformations; it is an on 
going life long process, for time 
alone will bring about a change. 


“Mr scientist” states that all 
CORPOREAL SUBSTANCE 
consisted of MATTER which 
could not be destroyed, but 
changed only in form. Such 
MATTER could be identified 
only as Liquids, Gases or Solids. 


We're all familiar with the 
formula “H2-0” which changes 
gases into Liquid, and at a 
certain temperature, such 
Liquid could be changed into 
Solids etc., but for such a 
performance there must be a 
“TRANSFORMATION.” 


When any two factions going in 
different directions, neither 
choosing to change its direction, 
both claiming to be going the 
right direction, then we have a 
BONA-FIED OPPOSITION. 


Oppositions are not strangers to 
any of us, for they are the many 
negative forces that confront us 
daily. In many instances, they’re 
so forceful against many of our 
efforts, that they cause delay 
and ultimate defeat in many of 


our life endeavors. 


Oppositions causes us to become 
dismayed and somewhat 
discouraged; but before we 
throw up our hands in hopeless 
despair, let us remember that 
OPPOSITIONS can be 
TRANSFORMED into 
OPPORTUNITIES. 


Opportunity is said to be as a 
flower in bloom--Time has 
brought about this bloom, and 
yet time will continue even after 
the bloom has gone. 


Therefore time will produce an 
opportunity, but we must 
remember that time will last 
while opportunity is gone. 


Opportunity is also said to be a 
chance to make a choice, and as 
the old “Cliche” states, that 
opportunity knocks but once, 
therefore, one must make haste 
while the sun is shining, and 
recognize an opportunity when 
it’s presented... 


Although we’re confronted with 
many oppositions within our 
life’s journey, let us consider and 
remember that OPPOSITIONS 
can be TRANSFORMED into 
OPPORTUNITIES. 


AS WE FACE THE TEXT: 


The Bible says: For whatsoever 
things were written aforetime, 


‘were written for our learning, 


that we through patience and 
comfort of the scriptures, might 


have hope. 


The text involves a conversation 
between the sons of Jacob, 
namely; Joseph who was Prime 
Minister of Egypt and his older 
brothers from the land of 
Canaan. Joseph consoled them 
with the words of assurance. 
(see Genesis 50:20) 


In time past, Joseph had been 
bitterly opposed by his older 
brothers because of the 
relationship that he had with 
their father Jacob. His father 
favored him over any of his 
brothers, for the simple reason 
that Joseph was the first born 
of Rachel, the one of his two 
wives that he really loved. 


Jacob married Leah and his first 
wife, only for the opportunity to 
have Rachel as the wife of his 
heart, who died in child birth of 
their second child, Benjamin. 


Joseph was the only visible 
object to remind Jacob of the 
happy relationship that he and 
Rachel shared during her life 
time. 


The envy of Joseph’s 
relationship with their father, 
caused his older brothers to 
bitterly oppose him in every 
possible way, and even more so 
when he told them of his 
prophetic dream. 


When they sold him to 
foreigners as a slave, they were 
sure that they were rid of him 
forever. While serving as a slave, 
circumstances caused Joseph to 
be imprisoned (Oppositions), but 
Divine Providence brought him 
out (Transformation) and 
promoted him to Prime Minister 
of the Land of Egypt. 


As years passed, there came a 
famine in the land of Canaan, 
which caused people to buy food 
from other countries, which 
brought Jacob’s sons to Egypt. 
Joseph recognized his brothers 
before they became reacquainted 
with him. 


After a long period of restraint 
on the part of Joseph, he finally 
broke down and identified 
himself, and invited his family 
to live in the land of Egypt and 
supplied them with all their 
needs (Opportunity). 


After the death of Jacob their 
father, the older brothers were 
afraid that Joseph would seek 
revenge for the wrong that they 
committed against him in the 
land of Canaan.

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ATTEND THE FINAL RITES 
OF A JURISDICTIONAL BISHOP 


Bishop Floyd Atwood Walls 
departed this life on Saturday, 
September 26, 1987, in Ypsilanti, 
Michigan. 


Bishop Walls was chosen, in 
April 1986, by Bishop J. O. 
Patterson and the General Board 
Bishops of the International 
COGIC, in Memphis, Tennessee 
as Jurisdictional Bishop of 
Canada Second Jurisdiction of 
Canada. 


He was a man that loved all and 
was loved by many. He had a 
genuine love for the Church of 
God in Christ. He taught his 
family and church members to 
love the Church and learn about 
the Church so that they will 
know what they are loving. 


Bishop Walls was born on May 
8, 1920 in Ypsilanti, Michigan. 
He was the oldest of six children 
born to Mr. Harding T. Walls 
(now deceased) and Burnadette 
A. Walls (now deceased). He 
married Alma M. Grayer Walls 
of Harrow, Ontario, Canada in 
September 1939, in Toledo, Ohio 
and she survives. To this union 
nine children were born. His 
survivors are Floyd B., Ralph G., 
Melvin T., Floreen A., Aaron A., 
Dwight E., David M., Denise K. 
and Deborah S.., all of Ypsilanti, 
five daughters-in-law: Beverly, 
Carol, Annie Sue, Mignon and 
Debbie: two sons-in-law: Jerry 
Jackson and Vernice Chalk, both 
of Ypsilanti; and eighteen 
grandchildren; and one great 
grandchild and one God Child. 
Three sisters: Lillian Smith of 
Ecorse, Michigan, Gwendolyn 
Aplin of Ypsilanti and Thelma 
Sheppard of Detroit. He was 
preceded in death by one 
brother, Kenneth (Bootsie) and 
a host of nieces and nephews. 


He was “Saved” from his sins 
in February 1946. In the same 
year, in May, he was called to 
the ministry and was ordained 
by the late Bishop C. L. Morton, 
Sr., in March of 1952, in Canada, 
Ontario. In 1975, he attended 
Bishop C. H. Mason Theology 


Seminary in Detroit and 
received a Honorary Doctorate of 
Divinity from the Urban Bible 
College in Detroit in 1984. 


He started pastoring at 
Macedonia COGIC, 976 Monroe 
St., Ypsilanti, which was later 
renamed Shiloh, after the 
present church was built in 
1960, on Jefferson Avenue in 
Ypsilanti. 


In addition, Bishop Walls served 
as Vice-president of the 
International Church of God in 
Christ of the United States and 
Canada; was an administrative 
assistant sto” Bishop! A. I. 
Harrison of the Ontario 
Jurisdiction of Canada for 12 
years; was a delegate to the 
International General Assembly 
of the COGIC; has pastored and 
established churches’ in 
Ypsilanti, Sumpter Township, 
Detroit, Inkster and Harrow, 
Ontario; was a gospel radio and 
television personality; and 
received an abundance of 
community service awards from 


Federal’ ‘State and! » local 
Governments and 
Organizations. 


On Thursday, October lst, at 
7:00 p.m. the Shiloh Family 
celebrated the home-going of 
Bishop Walls with a State 
Service. There were 
representatives from the Great 
Lakes Michigan Jurisdiction 
(Bishop C. L. Anderson Jr., and 
Mother Cranford); 
Southwestern Michigan No. 1 
Jurisdiction (Bishop W. L. Harris 
and Mother Belvin);

Bishop Elson James McDowell 
was born February 25, 1912, in 
Lauderdale, Mississippi. He was 
the youngest of six (6) children 
born to Frank and Lennie 
McDowell. 


Bishop McDowell was married 
December 5, 1931, to the late 
Scozie (Josie) McCormick in 
Bassfield, Mississippi. To this 
union four sons and two 
daughters were born. On April 
1, 1978, after forty-six (46) years 
of marriage, Missionary Josie 
McDowell entered into eternal 
rest. Shortly thereafter, Bishop 
McDowell married Mrs. Minnie 
Mae Newsome in Jackson, 
Mississippi, who was his 
faithful and most endearing 
companion unto the end. 


The Bishop spent his childhood 
in DeSoto, Mississippi where he 
received his grade _ school 
education. He attended high 
school in the Springhill 
community of DeSoto, 
Mississippi. In November, 1969, 
he received a certificate from the 
New York Theological Seminary 
in Action Bible Study. In 
November, 1974, he received a 
certificate from the Charles 
Harrison Mason System of Bible 
Colleges. A degree in Pastoral 
Theology was received in 1976 
from the C. H. Mason System 


of Bible Colleges. 


Bishop McDowell was called to 
the Ministry in the Church of 
God) in. €hroast 'in¥1936, :in 
Picayune, Mississippi, and he 
was ordained September 26, 


1987 


1941, under the late overseer F. 
W. Reed in Jackson, Mississippi. 


The Bishop presently pastored 
the Nicholson Temple Church of 
God in Christ in Hattiesburg, 
Mississippi, and the Assembly of 
Zion Church of God in Christ in 
Gulfport, Mississippi. 
Previously, he pastored 
Churches of God in Christ in 
Milard, Poplarville, Richton, 
Henderson Point, Tylertown, 
Moss Point, Lucedale, and 
Collins, Mississippi. His former 
responsibilities in the state 
consisted of twelve (12) years as 
State Sunday School 
Superintendent in Southern 
Mississippi No. 1, and District 
Superintendent for twenty-one 
(21) years in Southern 
Mississippi No. 1 and No. 2. In 
1964, he became District 
Superintendent of the Gulf 
Coast District. In 1983, he was 
appointed Chairman of the 
Executive Board of Southern 
Mississippi No. 2 by the National 
Presiding Bishop J. O. Patterson. 


In 1984, he was appointed 
Administrative Assistant to 
Jurisdictional Bishop J. O. 
Patterson Sr., where he served 
until being appointed 
Jurisdictional Bishop on January 
23, 1985. Bishop McDowell was 
also a member of the National 
Financial Staff of the Church of 
God in Christ. 


Although Bishop McDowell 
served the National Church, he 
never failed to do a good job at 
home. He was a servant to 
mankind; he was not a respecter 
of persons. He was never too 
tired to answer any call. It was 
never too early or too late at 
night to come to one’s rescue, 
and if he thought he could help 
a person in any way Bishop 
responded willingly and 
cheerfully. 


Consequently, our Bishop leaves 
an inheritance of prayers, a 
godly life, and good name, a 
wonderful example and many, 
many cherished memories.

Mother Dabney in relating 
incidents of her life, always 
chose to omit details as to 
birthdate, place of birth and 
similar details. She was a native 
of Virginia. She insisted that 
Jesus was the only important 
One and that it was unnecessary 
to be taken with ourselves. In 
a book that Mother Dabney 
wrote, What It Means To Pray 
Through, mention is made of her 
having a praying mother. 


Mother Dabney’s father passed 
away when she was young. She 
knew little of him. He was a 
slave. At one time, he was tarred 
and feathered to be burned alive. 
His persecutors forgot the fire. 
When they returned from the 
proposed site of the burning to 
get the fire, Mr. Jackson, Mother 
Dabney’s father, escaped. God 
provided this way out for him. 
He hid for years around swamps. 
During these years in hiding, 


Mr. Jackson met and married. 


Mother Dabney was a college 
student in Philadelphia. In a 
course of psychology, she went 
with peers to observe the church 
services, intending to petition 
for the church to be closed. 
Bishop O. T. Jones, Sr., was the 
pastor. In the course of the 
service, God healed her of 
tuberculosis and dissolved a 
tremendous abscess that ran day 
and night. Mother Dabney was 
also filled with the Holy Ghost 
on that same night and the Holy 
Spirit spoke through her in 
Italian. An Italian woman in the 
audience heard this call to 
repentance in Italian, and 
accepted Jesus that night. 


Mother Dabney’s prayer 
ministry (for which she was best 
known) came about as the result 
of a covenant that she made with 
God to pray at the church at nine 
o'clock daily for three years and 
to fast seventy two hours weekly 
for two years. The time of 
fasting was to be spent in the 
church. She offered these 
devotions to God, and asked Him 
to bless her husband’s ministry. 


Because of Mother Dabney’s 
consecration, God greatly 
anointed her. At the end of three 
years, not aware that her time 
was up, she went to the chruch 
as usual. God locked the door, 
and would not allow her key to 
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open the door. 


Mother Dabney’s fame spread 
around the world because of the 
marevlous healings that God 
gave to multiplied thousands 


through her prayers. An 
eyewitness related that in one 
service, nine blind persons 
received their sight. Mother 
Dabney received one million 
letters telling of healings and 
requesting prayer. One man, 
gun in hand, on his way to kill 
his wife and her suitor, felt a 
hand take him into the Garden 
of Prayer where he was saved. 
At the Garden of Prayer, Elder 
B. H. Dabney was the pastor. 
Mother Dabney carried on a 
prayer ministry. They hadason, 
John Henry. She also spoke of 
having a brother P. Jackson and 
a sister, Sister Dorothy Brown. 


Mother Dabney folded her tent 
November 1967, and went from 
labor to reward. Her sacrifice 
and reward seemed so unique. 
“Even so, come Lord Jesus.”

“Oh Sweet Wonder” was the 
praise that rang through the 
tightly filled sanctuary of 
Anderson Memorial Church of 
God in Christ in Detroit, 
Michigan, as one teary eyed 
Deacon walked across the pulpit 
joyfully proclaiming the 
restoration of his recently lost 
eyesight. 


It was the sixth evening of the 
21st Annual Holy Convocation of 
the Great Lakes Ecclesiastical 
Jursidiction of Michigan, 
presided by Bishop Cleveland L. 
Anderson, Jr., General Board 
Member. This was also the night 
that traditionally, Bishop O. T. 
Jones, Jr., prelate, Jurisdiction of 
the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania addresses the 
congregation. Great Lakes had 
witnessed the _ incredible 
manifestation of God’s presence 
in all of their jurisdictional 
gatherings this year, but never 
quite to this extent. 


The Holy Convocation was 
launched with a two day Shut- 
in Consecration held at 
Anderson Memorial Church, 
followed by the annual pre- 
musical. However, the official 
opening was Tuesday, August 
11, at noon. The theme this year: 


‘Don’t be a Failing Christian.” 


Each day, Elder Clifford Dunlap 
conducted seminars on the 
“Spiritual Man.’ Nightly, 


: 


outstanding ministers and 
pastors from within the 
jurisdiction, presented their 
district, their choirs and the 
word of God. Many people were 
saved and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. 


The women were in charge 
Friday. Mother Merle Cranford, 
Supervisor of Women, presented 
the Women’s Day message: 
‘‘Women, We are Blessed,” 
Matthew 5:1-12. Immediately 
following the Women’s Day 
Service was a beautiful dinner 
for those who attended the 
service. 


Saturday night, the Young 
People’s Willing Worker and the 
Sunday School Department 
presented a program. It was not 
long before the sanctuary was 
completely filled. Bishop Jones 
was the keynote speaker. He 
delivered what might have 
seemed to be an unusual sermon 
for a bishop because he did not 
have any printed notes, nor an 
outline. There was no specific 
text or theme. Bishop Jones 
simply began to describe the 
resurging of the Holy Ghost 


which is occuring in the 
Jurisdiction of the 
Commonwealth of 


Pennsylvania. He explained 
facts about the Holy Ghost. He 
gave examples of the imparting 
of the Holy Ghost. He made the 
congregation aware and eager 
for another touch from the Holy 
Ghost. 


The congregation became 
increasingly inspired and 
motivated to praise God, as 
Bishop Jones reported the 
growth and out-pour of the Holy 
Ghost in his Monday night 
prayer service, which 
astonishingly grew from 10 
people in the pastor’s study to 
over 200 people in the basement 
of Holy Temple Church. He went 
on to detail the Holy Ghost 
retreat that he conducted for 80 
of his 115 pastors in at the 
beginning of the year.

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POWER 
IN SPITE OF 
CIRCUMSTANCE

October, the time of the year 
when the saints are preparing to 
make their departure to our 
earthly Jerusalem, Memphis, 
Tennessee. Every saint should 
realize the inspiring glory one 
receive while attending the 
International Holy Convocation. 
It is reminiscent of the song 
writers lyrics, ‘“‘When all of 
God’s children get together, 
what a time, what a time, what 
a time!”’ 


During our Holy Convocation in 
1982, the communion services 
remain vivid in my mine. Bishop 
Harold Benjamin preached a 
noble message, “The Tragedy 
and the Triumph of Calvary.” 
left the convention full of power 
and ready to conquer any 
obstacle that might come. 


On May 26, 1983, the most 
travailing moment happened in 
my life. A 19 year old woman 
stabbed and killed my oldest 
sister. She was only 34, and left 
to mourn her passing a 12 year 
old daughter anda 1 year old son. 
Immediately my family grew by 
two. Of course I recognized no 
good from this large and 
personal tragedy. The pressure 
was so great that upon leaving 
the morgue, I collasped in the 
arms of my husband. God spoke 
to me through lines from the 
23rd Psalms. Somehow He 
strengthened me for this 
devastating hour. From that 
time forward I knew the Lord 
would endow me with power 
inspite of my circumstances. 


In December of that same year 
our automobile was struck by a 
city transit bus. The result was 
a whole of extensive physical 
therapy for my husband and I. 


A year later, 1985, while 
attending the Holy Convocation, 
in the midst of nearly 30,000 
saints my husband suffered a 
near fatal heart attack. I was 


paralyzed with fear. By the time 
I reached the nurse’s station and 
returned to my husband, God 
stepped in. He was able to walk 
though in a weakened state. As 
we left Cook Convention Center 
we passed Bishop J. O. 
Patterson, Sr., and the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, who was scheduled to 
preach that night. God 
encouraged me that He would 
never leave, nor forasake me. We 
endured many trying moments, 
but God was true to His word. 


Life’s circumstances seemed to 
stabilize and progress was made 
in the health of my family. On 
February 13, 1986, all of that 
changed. A driver slammed into 
the rear of our automobile and 
caused me much pain and 
suffering. I spent two and a half 
weeks hospitalized. It was not 
until August of 1986, that God 
confirmed my healing was going 
to come through lower back 
surgery. The doctors said 80% 
recovery, but the Lord said 100%. 


God was true to His word again. 
My back has not been a source 
of pain. 


Next my husband was told that 
he had a irregularity in the 
blood. The investigation led us 
to a heart specialist. The doctor 
informed us that a heart valve 
placed in my husband 19 years 
ago needed immediate 
replacement. Lord the 
circumstances of life were again 
weighing heavy upon my family. 
March 17, 1987, my husband 
underwent his second open 
heart surgery at 43 years of age. 
The experience proved up lifting 
as God’s man was in and out of 
the hospital in seven days. 


Finally, I had my back surgery. 
June 19, 1987, was the day that 
God confirmed His truth. The 
surgery went well. On August 
29, 1987, the Lord blessed the 
entire Robinson family to 
witness the ordination of my 
husband. Bishop S. N. Frazier of 
the Minnesota Jurisdiction fully 
established the ministry of Elder 
Robinson in the grand ole 
Church of God in Christ. 


This article was written to be 
a source of encouragement. 
Saints we can have power 
inspite of our circumstances. 
Jesus promised us in the word 
that His Holy Ghost would give 
the believer power. There are no 
circumstances which can 
overcome the grace of God. Take 
faith and be assured that God 
knows what tomorrow will 
bring and He will prepare you 
to face it successfully.
